Earthquake frightens People. 

Portsmouth, England.—A series of 
earthquake shocks, the severest ever 
experienced in this section, were felt 
here last week. Buildings trembled 
perceptibly, dishes were shaken from 
shelves and in many cases people 
rashed into the street. 


Mules Sell at High Prices. 

Marysville. — Young, unbroken 
mules sold at auction here for $300 a 
span and horses from $200 to $250. A 
scarcity exists and animals are in 
great demand. 


The former Russian auxiliary 
I steamers Zeiya and the Buoryah have 
been refloated at Port Arthur by the 
Japanese. 

Abraham Lincoln’s birthplace in 
Kentucky, which was purchased by 
Robert J. Collier of New York, is to 
be restored and preserved. 

Fear that her child might inherit 
its father’s red hair caused Mrs. Til- 
lie Kugler of Philadelphia, 22 years 
old, a bride of a year, to end her life. 

A tornado struck the northern part 
of Carbondale, Pa., and demolished a 
score of houses, barns and railroad 
cars, but fortunately caused no fatali¬ 
ties. 

It has been decided to form terri¬ 
torial zones in Russia for Jews, and 
lists are now being drawn up of new 
townships and villages where they 
will be permitted to live. 

Tlje statehood constitutional com¬ 
mittee at Muskogee, 1. T., agreed on 
Sequyah as the name of the common¬ 
wealth. it was also decided to make 
prohibition a part of the organic law 
and to issue bonds for $25,000,000. 

On the recommendation of Grand 
Duke Vladimir, Emperor Nicholas 
has pardoned Prokope, who was 
sentenced to death for the assassina¬ 
tion of Colonel Kremarenko, chief of 
police of Viborg, on July 22d last. 

Baron Joseph Speck von Sternberg, 
one of tho younger brothers of the 
German Embassador to the United 
States, has bought the celebrated es¬ 
tate of Walenthal, in Lithuania. Ba¬ 
ron von Sternberg is presumed to be 
acting for Emperor William. 

Releasing his grip on a trapeze at¬ 
tached to a parachute as the latter 
opened to the wind, 1200 feet above 
the ground, John Williams, 38 years 
old, was dashed to his death at Red 
House Park, near Cahokia, 111. Every 
bone in his body was broken. 

The correspondent of the London 
Telegraph sends a report from Naga¬ 
saki of the overtaking of 100 fishing 
boats by a hurricane off Goto Island 
in the channel of Korea. The reports 
says that 400 men are missing, and it 
is feared they have been drowned. 

At Washington is it regarded as 
probable that immediately on the 
conclusion and final signature of the 
peace treaty between Russia and Ja¬ 
pan there will be a renewed effort to 
secure another meeting of The Hague 
conference in accordance with Presi¬ 
dent Roosevelt’s suggestion to the 
powers last spring. 

The peasants in the districts sur¬ 
rounding Warsaw, Poland, are mak¬ 
ing determined efforts to exterminate 
bands of thieves who have been com¬ 
mitting extensive depredations. On 
August 26th eleven thieves were killed 
and fifty wounded. The peasants 
have organized to resist them and a 
conflict is imminent. 

John McLeavy Brown, who for 
twelve years past has been at the head 
of the Corean customs, at Seoul, Co¬ 
rea, is to be dismissed. This is prob 
ably due to the fact that the customs 
administration has been undertaken 
by M. Megata, the Japanese adviser 
of the Corean Government, and is 
part of his general plan to reorganize 
Corean finances. 

Edward J. Lewis, the defaulting 
real estate broker of Wheaton, 111., 
who by duplicate mortgages swindled 
widows and other poor persons to the 
extent of $100,000, has been sent to 
the Joliet penitentiary to serve an in¬ 
determinate sentence. Lewis secretly 
went before Judge Charles Bishop of 
Wheaton and pleaded guilty. 

The conclusion of peace leads to 
the cancellation of substantial orders 
for linens and canvas placed by Japan 
and Russia with firms in Glasgow, 
Scotland. Russia is in the market 
for 130,000 flour bags and Japan for 
100,000 yards of tent canvas. Several 
linen-houses have concluded the work 
on Japanese contracts for army doth.

The attack comes on with severe chills or rigors when it comes sudden¬ 
ly. It may come on more gradually with languor, headache and malarial 
symptoms. The temperature goes to 10." degrees, sometimes higher. The 
fever lasts from three to five days, attended with pains in the back, limbs 
and head. There is nausea and vomiting. 

The yellow tint of the skin, from which the fever gets Its name, begins 
on the se ond or third day. 

In severe cases small hemorrhages take place Into the skin and mu¬ 
cous membrane. The vomit is at first white. Later It becomes very dark, 
and in appearance like coffee, when it is known as “black vomit.” There is 
bleeding at the nose, mouth and gums. Delirium usually follows, then un¬ 
consciousness, and death. 

Mortality varies. In some epidemics it has been as high as 85 per cent 
In others as low as 10 per cent. 

Heat, moisture, bad drainage, uueleanliness and unhygienic conditions 
favor tlie disease, but the mosquito is most of all responsible. 

Experts seem to agree that the first step to combat the spread of the 
fever is to attack the mosquito. 

Complete rest and careful u. ting constitute the principal treatment for 
yellow fever. Different drugs are used to help assist the body and organs 
toward a natural condition.

When 
Great Britain joins with the United 
States In prohibiting the entrance of 
undesirable immigrants lt will not be 
so easy for the countries of contlnen 
tal Europe to dump their Incompetents 
beyond their own boundaries.

Two years later the Brit¬ 
ish Parliament passed the Rupert's 
laud act, which provided for the ac¬ 
quisition by the Dominion of the vast 
prairies of the West, which were call¬ 
ed the Northwest Territories. It had 
already been discovered that wheat 
was a wonderful crop in tlie southeast 
part of this region, and so many set¬ 
tlers flocked into the little corner call¬ 
ed Manitoba that in 1870 this territory 
was admitted into the confederation 
as a province. As a State of the Do¬ 
minion, Manitoba is just one year older 
than British Columbia. 

But none of the other four big ter¬ 
ritories has ever had a government of 
its own, Assiuiboia, Alberta, Saskatche- 
au. and Athabasca were simply lump- 
wait, and Athabasca were simply 
lumped together as the Northwest Ter¬ 
ritories. They had a common capital 
at Regina, Assiuiboia, and have al¬ 
ways been ruled, under the Dominion 
Parliament, by a Lieutenant Governor 
and an Executive Council. Out 


or rarmers to cut up all this land into 
homesteads, but the process is going 
on, and when these lands are all par¬ 
celed out settlers will begin to move 
into Athabasca, whose agricultural ca¬ 
pabilities have just been investigated 
in a comparatively thorough manner, 
and, it is said, with astonishingly fa¬ 
vorable results.

The present estimated value of the 
public lands is $1.50 an acre. 

I he map shows that the two prov¬ 
inces take in all the territory ol’ the 
four territories excepting a little of the 
eastern parts of Athabasca and Sas¬ 
katchewan. 

I he time win probably come when lt 
will be deemed best to divide theso 
provinces again into smaller ones. 
Each of them is about four times as 
large as New York State, and their 
total territory is about as large as 
Central Europe. 

This is a great region, which, with 
Manitoba, is estimated by the Deputy 
Minister of Agriculture to be destined 
within ten years to produce annually 
350,1)00,000 bushels of wheat, 200 , 000 ,- 
000 bushels of oats, and 50,000,000 
bushels of barley, and this without 
cropping more than about one-third of 
the tillable area. 

The two provinces divide the vast 
area nearly equally. Regiua will be 
the capital of Saskatchewan: the capi¬ 
tal of Alberta will be temporarily at 


It seems Impossible for the Ameri¬ 
can public to arouse Itself to the point 
of taking a reasonable and wholesome 
interest in its own great affairs.

A Stirrup Race. 

This new athletic pastime is a very 
amusing “event,” ami is “run off” 
with one leg hobbled to the broom¬ 
stick, which takes its place.

Origin of Old Glory. 

In the reminiscences of Lord Ronald 
Gower is found a story of the origin 
of the Stars and Stripes. 

The "star-spangled banner" of the 
American republic has its origin from 
an old brass on the floor of Rrington 
Church, in Northamptonshire. The 
brass covers the tomb of one Robert 
Washington, and is dated 1622. On it 
appears the Washington coat of arms, 
consisting of three stars, with bars or 
stripes beneath them. On the first day 
of the new year, 177(1, the thirteen 
united colonies raised a standard at 
Washington's headquarters. 

This introduced the stripes of the 
present, but retained the crosses of St. 
George and St. Andrew on a blue 
ground In the corner; in 1777 the 
crosses were replaced by stars, ns the 
Declaration of Independence rendered 
the retention of the English element 
unnecessary and Inconvenient. In thus 
adopting the arms of his ancestors as 
his own distinctive badge Washington 
no doubt intended the flag merely as 
a private signal for his own personal 
following, but it was at once adopted 
as a national emblem. Probably there 
is not another case in the world's 
history in which the private arms of 
an obscure family have attained such 
world-wide eminence and repute.

Poor Richard’s Almanac. 

Dr. Franklin himself, in one of the 
last numbers of the almanac, gathered 
together all the best sayings of Poor 
Richard, which for twenty-five years 
had amused and edified the country. 
These sayings are in constant use at 
this day. For example: “Early to bed 
and early to rise makes a man healthy, 
wealthy and wise.” “Drive thy busi¬ 
ness; let it not drive thee.” “Help 
hands, for I have no lands.” “No 
gains without pains.” “Constant drop¬ 
ping wears away stones.” “Three re¬ 
moves are as bad as a fire.” “He that 
by the plow would thrive, himself 
must either hold or drive.” “A fat 
kitchen makes a lean will.” “Experi¬ 
ence keeps a dear school, but fools will 
learn in no other.” It was such home¬ 
ly maxims as these, inserted in all the 
little gaps of the almanac, that made 
It bo popular. Franklin said he some¬ 


times sold 10.000 copies in a year, a 
wonderful sale for that day. The 
first number of Toor Richard’s Al¬ 
manac appeared In 1722.

Curious Deep Sea Vision. 

A French writer in a scientific mag¬ 
azine tells of the great ocean depths 
of 28,000 to 30,000 feet, the temper¬ 
ature tending toward zero, the perpet¬ 
ual darkness reigning below depths of 
about 1,280 feet. At that level plants, 
deprived of light, cannot exist. The 
animal life must lie carnivorous. The 
organs of sight, not being used, have 
become atrophied and disappeared. 

Yet there is light even in that sight¬ 
less world. A German exploring ship 
found a fish with enormous eyes at a 
depth of 6,400 feet. Phosphorescence 
is common in thof)e hollows of tlie sea. 
Sometimes special organs flash light. 
Sometimes the phosphorescence is 
caused by a mucous secretion on the 
surface of the animal. The crustacean 
chrysophorus has not only huge eyes, 
but luminous organs, including what 
are, in effect, a reflector and a lens. 

Certain cephalopods have actually 
been photographed by their own light. 
The luminous organs attached to tin- 
eyes allow tlie animal to see its prey. 
The other luminous organs may per¬ 
haps be a lure to tlie prey. Tlie deep- 
sea life that swims sees. Tlie eyeless 
creatures are sedentary and do not 
need to see. Thus, even in that vast 
darkness, there is sufficiency of light. 
—Everybody’s Magazine. 


Our Groat Coal Areas. 

Pennsylvania is the great coal min¬ 
ing State of the Union, its anthracite 
and bituminous products each' exceed¬ 
ing tlie total combined output of any 
other State. About 142.000,000 tons 
were mined in Pennsylvania in 1004, 
and 35,000,000 in Illinois, which stood 
second on the list. The eastern part 
of Pennsylvania possesses almost a 
monopoly of the anthracite hearing 
areas, the only other such areas In the 
United States being in Gunnison Coun¬ 
ty, Col., and in Santa Fe County, New 
Mexico. Tlie bituminous areas are 
scattered widely over the United 
States, and comprise altogether more 
than 335,000 square miles. The most 
productive of these is the Appalachian 
system, embracing parts of western 
Pennsylvania, Ohio, Maryland, Vir¬ 
ginia, West Virginia. Tennessee, Ken¬ 
tucky, Georgia and Alabama. As com¬ 
pared with these vast areas, as yet 
only slightly touched, it is Interesting 
to note that the coal areas of Great 
Britain, France, Germany, Belgium 
and Spain, combined, are equal to only 
15,800 square miles. The extent of the 
coal fields at present opened to min¬ 
ing in the United States is more than 
five times as great as that of the coal 
fields ot all western Europe. 


MEDICAL ETHICS AT BAR. 

Professional Rales as Against tlie De¬ 
mands of Public Safety. 

A curious problem in medical ethics 
is propounded by a Ixmdon physician 
and decided according to medlcul eth¬ 
ics by the British Medical Journal, 
This doctor has a patient who is a 
signalman on a railway, and the doc¬ 
tor has discovered that the patient 
has heart disease. Obviously that ail¬ 
ment comprises the possibility of a 
stroke just when the man’s services 
may be needed to prevent disaster. 

The physician advises him to quit 
the place, but the latter declines to 
do so, for fear he may find no other 
way to earn a living. Tlie physician 
thinks that tlie professional rule that 
lie must tel! no secrets of Ills patient 
forbids him to disclose the facts to 
tho railway company. Tlie Medical 
Journal, when appealed to, decides 
thnt it does, and that tlie physician’s 
responsibility ceases when lie advises 
the patient to give up the job. 

But tills places the rule of medical 
ethics above tlie rule of public safe¬ 
ty, and suggests Hint tin- law may be 
required to assert its superiority. The 
fact Is that the law has already done 
so, on subjects involving the princi¬ 
ple of tlie case. The fact that a pa¬ 
tient has a contagious disease Is pri¬ 
marily as much of a professional se¬ 
cret as that he has heart disease. Yet 
the law in every civilized country re¬ 
quires physicians to report every case 
of contagious disease that involves a 
peril to the public. That is the prin¬ 
ciple thnt should rule. 

There is no law enacted to cover ex¬ 
actly this case, but tlie principle re¬ 
mains that it is the duty of a phy¬ 
sician, knowing professionally of some- 
tiling that involves a public peril, to 
take steps to prevent the danger. Tlie 
medical decision to the contrary illus¬ 
trates the necessity of construing pro¬ 
fessional ethics in harmony with the 
higher and broader principles of public 
duty,—Pittsburg 1 Hspatch.

of the Bois de Boulogne, after encir¬ 
cling the Eiffel tower, a new era be¬ 
gan in the man-conquest of the atmos¬ 
phere, says the Grand Magazine. The 
aeronaut had succeeded in solving the 
problem he had set himself and thenee- 
; forward had merely to perfect the de¬ 
tails. Assuming, as we are entitled to 
do, that M. Santos-Dumont’s new ship 
proves u success, and that. In addition 
to carrying a crew of eight or ten, it 
will have a lifting power for a small 
cargo, see what a powerful and novel 
weapon of offensive warfare is at the 
disposal of the nations. 

In the next continental war it Is un¬ 
conceivable that the effectiveness of 
such a mode of attack will not be util¬ 
ized. After the lessons of the recent 
siege of Port Arthur any one can real¬ 
ize the immense service a practicable 
war airship of sufficient size would 
have been to the operations If. instead 
of the enormous labor of having to 
bring immense siege guns from Japan 
in order to destroy the ships iu the 
harbor, lyddite could have been 
dropped upon the vessels’ decks from 
above. Unquestionably the cheaper 
form of attack In this instance would 
have been by airships. 

“It will perhaps be urged that the 
gasbag of a large airship would offer 
a comparatively easy target, but. at 
a sufficient elevation, I think this is by 
no means the ease. During the siege 
of Ladysmith 1 myself saw our captive 
balloon brought slowly to the ground 
by Boer ritie fire alone; but then It 
must be borne in mind that the balloon 
was stationary and at a low elevation, 
very little higher than the hill from 
which the firing came. A moving air¬ 
ship at a considerable elevation would 
form a very difficult target, and if only 
slight damage were Inflicted, there 
would always be the chance of being 
able to get away outside the enemy’s 
lines before having to come to earth. 
Shrapnel fire will probably be found 
the most effective against such vessels, 
but there must always be the difficulty 
of getting the proper elevation for the 
guns, and they could not be tired ver¬ 
tically without the chance of the pro¬ 
jectiles on their return doing more 
harm to the side that fired them than 
they Indicted on the enemy.

Lumber Industry Booming. 

Tacoma, SVash.—Radically different 
from a year ago is the present condi¬ 
tion of the lumber situation in Wash¬ 
ington, where thousands of lumber 
ami shingle mills are engaged in the 
largest industry of the Pacific North¬ 
west.

Too Many Mining Engineers. 

Berkeley. — Professor Samuel B. 
Ohristy, head of the department of 
mining and metallurgy at ttie Univer¬ 
sity of California, iu a bulletin on 
‘Present Problems in Training of 
Mining Engineers,” just issued by 
•the University, has made the state- 
scent that the mining schools aie 
turning out too many graduates. He 
bus carefully studied the figures in 
i the last three census enumerations 
and ne Buds that the field of mining 
engineering is being oversuppliod by 
the mining schools of America, neces¬ 
sitating, in his opinion, a restriction 
of the number of such institutions 
and a distinct elevation of the stand¬ 
ards for their degrees. 


Grow* Vinel^sa Potatoes. 

A Great Falls, Mont., man has pro¬ 
duced potatoes without vines, and as¬ 
serts that he Is now able to supply 
new potatoes for the market at any 
season of the year. The Inventor will 
not reveal the process In detail. He 
has conducted his experiments lu a 
box 4x8 feet, In which there Is a 
steam coll for heating. 

He states that he has succeeded, af¬ 
ter much experimenting, in perfecting 
a compound resembling soil that when 
heated is a fertile field for the devel¬ 
opment of plant life. In a liver .if 
this compound he plants potato eyes, 
then another layer of the compound 
with more potato eyes, and so on un- 
vli the box la filled, lie claims that 
in this compound, potatoes grow with¬ 
out any portion of the vine or sprout 
appearing above the surface; tiiat all 
growth is In tubers, and that it is not 
necessary for either light or air to 
reach the potatoes at any stage of 
their growth, elements in the com¬ 
pound serving the purpose of oxygen. 

At first the potatoes, when exposed 
to the air, ro.ted quickly, but now this 
has been overcome, he says, and his 
experiment is an unqualified success 
after many years. Those who saw the 
box he exhibited showing potatoes In 
varying stages of growth were greatly 
Impressed with the “spuds.” A Chi¬ 
cago man has offered him $100,000 for 
his invention, he declares.—Chicago 
Inter Ocean.

Santa Fe, N. M.—Two youths nam¬ 
ed Jose Martinez and Hudore Romero 
were killed by the explosion of a box 
of dynamite they used for a target 
half a mile from Charna, Rio Arriba 
county. The boys were rabbit hunt¬ 
ing. Not finding any game, when 
they reached the powder-house of the 
Denver and Rio Grande Railway Com¬ 
pany near Cbama, they set up a box 
of dynamite as a target. The box 
contained 400 pounds of the explosive 
and its explosion set off four tons of 
powder.

PERMANENT BOAT BRIDGE OVER THE INDUS AT KHUSHALGAR. 

The boat bridge at Khushalgar Is one of the most Important pontoon 
bridges over the Indus, on the northwest frontier of India. The Indus has 
always been difficult to bridge, owing to the rapidity of its current, more 
especially during what is known as the rainy season, when it becomes 
much swollen. The picture represents a convoy on its way between Kohat 
and Rawal Pindl crossing the river at Khushalgar. This bridge is permanent, 
and not temporary as might be supposed, and it was over this bridge that the 
Tirah expeditionary force advanced into the Afridi country In 1807, the rail¬ 
way at that time only running from Rawal Pindl to Khushalgar, which lies 
on the left bank of the Indus. The simplest form of permanent ferry con¬ 
sists of ropes stretched across the river by means of which rafts, similar 
to those depicted here, can be sheered or hauled backwards and forwards 
from bank to bank. The Khushalgar bridge Is, however, the ordinary float¬ 
ing or pontoon bridge. It is capable of bearing any traffic with the excep¬ 
tion of heavy siege artillery. The banks on both sides of the river are very’ 
steep, winding up the cliff at a steep angle ns shown here.
